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For Friendship and Loyalty

For twenty-one years the name 
Cap has been synonymous with the 
Mess Hall at Augusta. Major Tony 
Peduto came in 1956. On May 15, 
he went to Stuart Hall to head the 
dining hall for Marquis Services. 

Major Peduto has been a Staunto- 
nite since his birth. His first exper- 
iences in institutional food came 
when he was drafted in 1941. 

His job as a cook was limited as 
World War II broke out, and he 
quickly went to Europe. If one ever 
wondered why his walk is not nor- 
mal, it is the result of his feet freez- 
ing at the Battle of the Bulge. Be- 
fore his discharge he won the Bronze 
Star and the President’s Unit Cita- 
tion. 

Maybe his ability to relate to ca- 
dets came from his Army days as he 
correctly exacted his stay at five years 
and seventeen days. Even some sen- 
iors have hesitated on remembering 
their time at AMA. 

Cap, short for Captain, has always 
been extremely close with the cadet 
waiters working in the Mess Hall. 


Before this year, under the post-- 


graduate scholarships, most post- 
grads worked in the Mess Hall to 
help pay their tuition. 

This helps to account for Major 
Peduto’s interest in athletics. Refer- 
ring to those days of yesteryear, Ma- 
jor Peduto recalls Headquarters Com- 
pany, an all CW company. The aban- 
doned North Barracks behind the 
Mess Hall was HQ’s residence. 

During the peak years when AMA 
had corps of five hundred in 1959 
and the early °60’s, cadet waiters 
numbered as many as fifty-eight. 
Practically a father to his cadet wait- 
ers, Major Peduto managed more 
than preparing food. He managed up 
to fifty-eight boys twice a day. 

*Most athletes of one type or an- 
other were cadet waiters and always 
had the backing of Major Peduto.

As he explained, “Of course, many 
of the boys not only played football 
or basketball, but also wrestling and 
other sports.” With that his interest 
in sports expanded. 

The cadets who served under him 
always grumbled at one time or an- 
other, but around Christmas a bottle 
of good whiskey or other presents 
seemed to pop up from no where. 


Over these twenty-one years, Cap 
has noticed a change in boys in about 
five-year cycles. As the ideas of the 
nation change, the cadets did also. 
Major Peduto readily explains dif- 
ferences he saw in the early °60’s 
and into the Vietnam War era. The 
word “military school” was consider- 


ed dirty. 

He believes this era is past now 
and that AMA is becoming better 
every year. Reflecting back and try- 
ing to set aside his allegiance to 
AMA, he remembered AMA and 
SMA cadets before he was even work- 
ing at Augusta. 

“T would never have anything to 
do with SMA cadets due to their con- 
duct in town.” He went on to say, 
“Augusta always had an edge on 
Staunton just because of their con- 
duct.” There were exceptions, but 
on the average that was his first im- 
pression. He expressed hope that this 
would continue. 

On May 5, in a demonstration of 
appreciation, Col. and Mrs. M. H. 
Livick presented Major Peduto with 
the Presentation Sabre award for loy- 
alty to Augusta along with a pewter 
mug. On these tokens of appreciation 
were inscribed his name and “1956- 
1977—Friendship and Loyalty.” 

Yet Major Peduto is only traveling 
eight miles south to work, and he 
assures everyone he won’t stay away 
too long at a time. For those interest- 
ed cadets, he makes his statement 
public that he won’t be chasing girls 
but working, not only to feed the 
students, but also with a Meals on 
Wheels project operating out of Stu- 
art Hall to aid the shut-ins of Staun- 
ton. 

Maybe he’s old fashion, but there 
aren’t many like him. He’s proud 
to be a veteran, father, American, 
and to have served Augusta. He must 
be what is called a gentleman for 
when asked if he had any advice for 
the cadets, he only had thanks. 

As his career at AMA came to an 
end, he stated, “I would like to thank 
the cadets and the former cadets, Col. 
and Mrs. Livick, Mr. Marquis, and 
Augusta for giving me a job and 
friendship and everything that went 
with it.”
